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QUEER COUNT TOLSTOI. 


The Celebrated Rtunlan Noblo and HI* 


Theories. 


[Special Correspondence.! 


NEW YORE, July 2*.—Count Tolstoi, the 


celebrated Russian novelist, by many pro- 
nounced the first of living novelists, has lie- 
come » figure of special interest in this coun- 
try because o! hia religious philosophy, which 
is related to the teachings of certain meta- 
physicians who are interpreting the Christ 
principles in a new and attractive dress. He 
is better known here by his book "My Re- 
ligion," or as it is entitled by some publishers 
"What I Beliove," than by his novels. He 
himself cares hut little for his stories, the 
most of which were written before ho de- 
veloped tho religious theories which have 
made him so noted. 


The count is it wealthy noble, who looks 


like an ideal Russian mnjhik, and believes 
in a return to simplicity in living. Ho works 
in tho fields and lives on terms of perfect 
equality.-, ith the peasant. He believes.that 
every brain worker should put in two or 
three hours of each day in some kind of 
m a n u a l 
labor; 


and ho carries out 
his' convictions by 
working industri- 
ously overy clay, 
not for himself, 
but for his needy 
neighbors. In tlio 
winter 
lio 
lives 


in 
Moscow, but 


spends his sum- 
mers on his estate 
near tho villngo of 
Yasimya Polyana, 
in the province of 
Tula. 
His house 
COUNT TOLSTOI. 


is tlio plainest possible structure, white, rec- 
tangular and two storied, built of stuccoed 
bricks. Without piawas, towers, or external 
ornament of any kind, it rcllects tho theories 
of its owner in its severe plainness. Inside 
tho floors ore bare, tho furniture plain—even 
cheap—and old fashioned. 
Even pictures, 


excepting hero and thero au engraved por- 
trait of some favorito author, or tin oil paint- 
ing of some dead ancestor, nro excluded. 


No author in Kussia is so much talked 


about or BO widely read as Count Toistoi. 
The educated classes buy his books and pain- 
plots by thu tens of thousands, and their cir- 
culatlon among the peasants reaches into the 
millions. Tho press of his own country at- 
tack and defend his theories of life \\ith givat 
spirit and bitterness. That of other coun- 
tries comments upon them as curious, to say 
tholonst. Tho verdict of educated society in 
Russia is for tho must part against him. 


In a recent number of Tlio Ccntmy Maga- 


zine Mr. George Kennan describes a visit to 
the count 
Ho found him working in tho 


fields of a poor noighlior, clad in baggy 
ti'ouseis of course homespun linen, such as 
the peasants wear, a uLite cotton under- 
shirt, \vithout collar or neckorcliief, and 
heavy calfskin shoes, though the day was a 
sultry one. Rugged strength and not beauty 
is his physical characteristic—one which this 
unhandsome garb enhanced rather than 
modified. Tho count's feature^, says Mr. 
Kemian, may bo best described as"niolilfd 
with tho list and polished with the-pickax " 
Shaggy brows shailu small, piercing gray 
eyes, a 
wide, 
blunt 
ended 
nose, 
full 


lips, and thick giny beard and mustache, 
make up tho face of tins celebrated author. 
Ho has had his own sufTcrings over his la"k 
of personal brauty, as all plain persons arc 
sure to sometimes hnvc, no matter what 
their gifts of head or splendors of position. 
When ho was six years old ho heard Ins 
mother admit that ho was a, homely boy. 
"I fancied," hosa."s, "that them was no happi- 
ness on earth foi a person with such a v, ido 
nosOj such thick lips, mid such small gray 
eyes as I had. I besought God to work a 
miracle and turn mo into u beauty, and all I 
had in the present or might liavo in tho 
future I would give in exchange for a hand- 
some face " 


The count shook hands with the driver of 


thBtlroshky which convoyed Mr. Kennan to 
the house, not m a patronizing but thoroughly 
friendly manner. 
His evenings aro often 


spent in cobbling the shoes of Ins poor neigh- 
bors. His eldest daughter shares his views 
with regard to manual toil, and works in the 
fields of any poor neighbor who is in need of 
assistance, in n jwa^nnt dress of bright scarlet 
cut low in tho neck all around, and braidod 
bair. 


"I believe," says tho count, "that it is every 


man's duty to labor for others who need as- 
sistance, and to work nt ?east a part of every 
day with his hands. It is hotter to actually 
labor for and with tho poor in their particu- 
lar employment than it is to work in your 
own higher, and possibly moro rcmimurative, 
intellectual field, and then give tho poor the 
result of your labor. In tlio one case you not 
only help the people who need liolp, but you 
set tho poor and idle an example; you show 
thorn that you do not regard even their pro- 
saic toil on beneath your dignity, and you 
thus teach them self respect, industry ane! 
contentment with their lot. If, on the other 
hand, you work exclusively in your own 
higher intellectual field and givo the poor tho 
results of your labor, ns you would give alms 
to a Iwggar, you encourage idleness and de- 
pendence; you establish a social class distinc- 
tion between yourself and the recipient of 
your alms; you break down Ins self respect 
and self reliance, and you inspire him with u 
longing to escape, from the hard conditions of 
his own life of daily physical toil and to share 
your life, which he thinks is easier than his; 
to wear your clothes, which seem to him bet- 
ter than his, and to gain admission to your 
social class, which he regards as higher than 
his. That is not the way to help tho poor or 
promote the brotherhood ot man " 


Tho count bos cxi>erii.'!U'ed a change of at- 


titude toward the teaching of C'hrist. That 
teaching, rightly understood, ho now beboves 
furnishes a reasonable solution of some of tho 
darkest problems of human life. 
His doc- 


trine of non-resistance to evil is, ho asserts, 
in accordance with tho teachings of Christ 
and the results of human experience. Ho de- 
clares that violence, as a means of lodressing 
wrongs, is not only I'utile, but an aggravation 
of the original evil, since it is the nature of 
violence to multiply and reproduce itself in 
all directions. He thinks Theodora Parker's 
"Discourse- of Matters Pertaining to Religion" 
the most remarkable effort of tho American 
mind in that field. 


Writing of himself ho says: "I do not 


preach passionately, as I dosii e to do so. That 
which I say is not preaching; it is only my 
attempt to find out tho meaning and tho sig- 
nificance of life."
